A source of the Columbia Division of the FBI, who has

without a permit. It appeared this group wanted to march in 
Greenwood because the authorities there had refused them 
permission to do so the week before, at the time the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) was 
conducting a demonstration regarding the shooting death of a 

black man by a South Carolina Highway P atrol . The source 

related that in order to avoid trouble , I 

I improvised a so called demonstration. I 
leased private property in Greenwood, where klansmen would 
demonstrate on Saturday, August 23, 1975, between the hours of 
4:00 and 6:00 p.m. 

On August 23, 1975, Sheriff GILES D2U!lIEL advised that 
about 15 robed klansmen gathered on private property across 
from the County Fairgrounds on the afternoon of Saturday, 

August 23, 1975, between the hours of 4:00 and 6:00 p.m. He 
stated that the group held picket signs in support of the 
Highway Patrol, and caused no trouble or incident.

Tlie situation, which v;as highly confused, appears to have 
occurred at about the time the cross v;as to be lighted. 

. At this time a group of Negroes purporting to be associated 
II v;ith an organization called the Black Zvfro Americans infiltrated 
the rally and attacked the television crew. When it became 
apparent v;hat v/as happening, some of the klansmen came to the 
aid of the television crev; and several of the Negroes vjcre 
badly beaten.

jo ined up v/ith th e majority of the States tl/at have gone over 
to I Inew national organ! z/ition .
